Plan of San Rafael were being car 
ried cut on schedule. Our Van 
Winkle might find Fourth street 
seemingly a little wider, the result 
of parallel cfnrb parking, the park 
ing increases throughout the years 
being absorbed by large centrally lo­ 
cated parking lots. 
He might find a six lane divided 
highway leading from San Rafael to 
San Anselmo. And he would find 
some brand new streets built to ease 
traffic congestion in and out of town 
and between industrial and business 
sections. We would tell him, that the 
plan, purchased for the city of 
San Rafael from a group of profes­ 
sional, planning consultants in 1950, 
had finally been put to tu t and that 
things were going right along as 
planned. 
We would tell him, that about the 
time he turned his sleepy head from 
San Rafael, the city fathers and 
business men began to worry about 
the future of their city. They were 
worried because there were not ade­ 
quate streets and parking spaces to 
care for increasing population and 
traffic, and that as a result they 
feared San Rafael business and 
commerce might become decen­ 
tralised or wither on the vine. 
To date the master plan has 
not yet been officially adopted by 
the city in whole; although many of 
the items contained in it already 
haAe been accomplished or planned 
in the immediate future. 
* • * . 
Objective of setting out a street 
and highway plan for San Rafael is 
to provide for better traffic circula­ 
tion and a functional street system 
which will reduce decentralization 
of the business district. 
According to estimates, the load 
of traffic on San Rafael streets will 


at least double during the next 20 
years. This will mean that peak 
hour flows of traffic along sections 
of Fourth street, for example, will 
be from 2,000 to 3,000 vehicles. The 
master plan provides for meeting 
peak-hour demands as far as pos­ 
sible. 
The plans present a guide to the 
timing of street improvements in 
four phases as follows: First phase, 
1951-1955; second phase, 1956-1960; 
third phase, 1961-1965; fourth phase, 
1966-1970. 
The master plan calls for 14 ex­ 
tensions, improvements, and widen­ 
ing and new streets. 
One important improvement calls 
for extensive work on First street 
and some widening 
ohx Second 
street. The west end of First street 
would be extended at an angle from 
Hayes street to join with Second 
street. At present First street only 
course from Hayes and terminates. 
At the other end. First street would 
be extended on a straight court to 
Francisco boulevard. 
This connection with Francisco 
boulevard would be near the south 
side of Highway 101 and would 
cross another proposed road that 
would run diagonally and souther­ 
ly along the Northwestern Pacific 
railroad tracks.

First street would be widened

streets. 
Second street would be widened 
from Hayes street to Fourth street. 
The master plan calls for acqui­ 
sition of necessary property and 
construction during the next five 
years.

WASHINGTON (JP) — President 
Truman laid before Congress today 
an $85,444,000,000 budget, tagged as 
“the price of peace.” 
The total, proposed as the govern­ 
ment spending program for the 12 
months beginning next July 1, is 
more than the government has ever 
spent in any one year except for 
two World War II years. 
It amounts to $550 for each man, 
woman and child in the country. 
Sixty cent® out of every dollar 
would go to the armed forces.

House Republican leaders greeted 
the budget request today by getting 
out a statement saying it shows that 
•‘spending and more spending is the 
only answer the president has for 
any problem, large or small.”

Family Aid Reaches $1,500; 
S. Q. Union To Probe "Flaws'

The brutal killing of two San 
Quentin correctional officers last 
week today resulted to a growing 
relief fund for their families and 
plans for an investigation of prison 
administration by an employees’ 
union.

WASHINGTON DP)-It appears 
virtually certain the country’s youth 
will not be enrolled this year in a 
full Universal 
Military Training 
(UMT) program. 
This was evident today after the 
nation’s top military leaders, once 
emphatically in favor of it, sug­ 
gested a compromise plan In testi­ 
mony before the House Armed Ser­ 
vices 
committee 
holding 
public 
hesrings on the issue. 
The military leaden asked essen­ 
tially tint 60,000 of the men sub­ 
ject to the growing draft this year 
be permitted to volunteer instead 
for a partial UMT. The purpose 
would be to get basic machinery 
oiled for the time, in the future, 
when full-scale UMT might be 
adopted. 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House committee said yesterday it 
would be "relatively simple" to get 
UMT underway on a limited scale. 
If Congress adopts the military pro­ 
posal, he «aid in a statement, the 
Defense Department could get the 
program running within six months. 
Opponents of UMT begin testify­ 
ing tomorror when the committee 
resumes hearings. 
The national council against con­ 
scription aimed a blast at the pro­ 
gram yesterday. In a 40-page book­ 
let circulated to all members of 
Congress, it said the basic aim of 
UMT is militaristic dominance over 
the minds of the nation’s young 
men. 
It denied every major argument in 
favor of UMT, starting out by dis­ 
agreeing that the United States is 
really "unprepared." 
It said UMT would "drastically 
change the character of our democ­ 
racy and 
virtually destroy the 
chances of preventing a third world 
war. 
It said the proposal works on the 
theory that "war is inevitable" and 
leaves no room tor policies designed 
to* "eliminate the conditions of 
poverty or the sources of hatred like 
Imperialism upon which both Com­ 
munism and Soivet foreign policy 
thrive.” 
Congress approved the principle 
of UMT last year. But it must pa» 
additional legislation guaranteeing 
the trainees’ health and welfare be­ 
fore the program can start. This 
means that Congress controls the 
timing and can delay as long as it 
wishes. 
The dection year Congress is be­ 
lieved reluctant to pull the trigger 
on full UMT for two main reasons; 
The estimated initial cost of over 
four billion dollars and the contro­ 
versial nature of UMT itself. 
Military leaders emphasized what 
they said would be’ the need for 
UMT in the future. They concen- 
rated for the present upon support- 
lg the compromise, cost-free vol-

Weekend Deaths 
By United Press 
At least 42 persons died and 61 
were Injured in three weekend mili­ 
tary airplane crashes into a moun­ 
tainside, a prisoner’s barracks and 
the moonlit north Pacific. 
Three others were feared dead 
but 12 survived the west coast 
tragedies near Port Angeles, Wash 
at Sacramento, Calif., and In Hecate 
Strait near the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. 
Seven survivors told grim stories 
of the crash of a Korean airlift 
DC-4 which smashed into Hecate 
Strait as It attempted an emer­ 
gency landing at Sandspit Field on 
the Queen Charlotte Islands. 
The seven described how 36 others 
Including two civilian pilots and 
stewardess, froze or drowned in 27- 
degree waters before help arrived. 
Three other men were feared dead 
in the crash of a B-17 rescue plane 
which plunged Into Tyler Peak near 
Port Angeles while returning from 
the scene of the DC-4 crash. 
In Sacramento, a B-25 light 
bomber “flopped down" on a prison­ 
er barracks, killing six persons and 
injuring 61 others. The crash oc­ 
curred minutes after the 39 prison 
era had returned to the barracks 
from their noon meal.

WASHINGTON W> —It appears 
virtually certain the country’s youth 
will not be enrolled this year In a 
full Universal Military Training 
(UMT) program. 
Thia was evident today after the 
nation's top military leaders, once 
emphatically in favor of it, sug­ 
gested a compromise plan in testi­ 
mony before the House Armed Ser­ 
vices 
committee 
holding public 
hearings on the issue. 
The military leaders asked essen­ 
tially that 60,000 of the men sub­ 
ject to the growing draft this year 
be permitted to volunteer instead 
for a partial UMT. The purpose 
would be to get basic machinery 
oiled for the time, in the future, 
when full-scale UMT might be 
adopted. 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House committee said yesterday it 
would be “relatively simple" to get 
UMT underway on a limited scale. 
If Congress adopts the military pro­ 
posal, he ¿aid in a statement, the 
Defense Department could get the 
program running within six months. 
Opponents of UMT begin testify­ 
ing tomorror when the committee 
resumes hearings. 
The national council against CO.W» 
scription aimed a blast at the pro­ 
gram yesterday. In a 40-page book­ 
let circulated to all members of 
Congress, it said the basic aim of 
UMT is militaristic dominance over 
the minds of the nation’s young 
men. 
It denied every major argument in 
favor of UMT, starting out by dis­ 
agreeing that the United States is 
really “unprepared." 
It said UMT would “drastically 
change the character of our democ­ 
racy and virtually destroy the 
chances of preventing a third world 
war. 
It said the proposal works on the 
theory that “war is inevitable" and 
leaves no room for policies designed 
to' “eliminate the conditions of 
poverty or the sources of hatred like 
imperialism upon which both Com­ 
munism and Soivet foreign policy 
thrive." 
Congress approved the principle 
of UMT last year. But it must pass 
additional legislation guaranteeing 
the trainees’ health and welfare be­ 
fore the program can start. This 
means that Congress controls the 
timing and can delay as long as it 
wishes. 
The election year Congress Is be­ 
lieved reluctant to pull the trigger 
on full UMT for two main reasons 
The estimated initial cost of over 
four billion dollars and the contro­ 
versial nature of UMT itself. 
Military leaders emphasized what 
they said would be’ the need for 
UMT in the future. They concen- 
rated for the present upon support- 
lg the compromise, cost-free vol- 
Heer plan.

When 50 million women get their 
dander up, look out. 
Some major fireworks may be ex­ 
pected from the U. S. petticoat bri­ 
gade in the next* presidential cam­ 
paign. Already the girls are flexing 
their muscles and giving out with 
war whoops reminiscent of the 
swashbuckling days of the suffra­ 
gettes. 
It seems that the feminine half 
of the nation's population has been 
working up to a slow boil for sev­ 
eral years, after a long period of 
ladylike lassitude. 
POLITICAL AWARENESS 
Much of the new political aware 
ness also seems to be a direct ef­ 
fect of the entry of television Into 
national affairs. The League of 
Women Voters reports a sharp In­ 
crease in membership and a spec­ 
tacular spurt in activity Immediate­ 
ly following the Kefauver hearings, 
'which kept housewives glued to TV 
sets for days on end while the dishes 
stacked up in the sink. 
Margot Gayle, of New York, an 
executive of the league, explains it 
this way: 
"We believe some things such as 
the Kefauver hearings shocked wom­ 
en Into realization that it’s time 
they got out and got busy. 
"We’ve been ladylike and intel­ 
lectual long enough. Now I think 
women are ready to go back to the 
rip-roaring methods of the suffra­ 
gettes. 
"For the first time we’ve been 
able to get women in New York 
to walk up and down 42nd street 
with sandwich boards urging women 
to register and vote. We had sound 
trucks out, too, before the last pri­ 
mary elections, and women seemed 
to catch the spirit of urgency of 
our' times." 
LEAGUE OF WOMEN 
The 'League of Women Voters 
grew out of the suffrage movement, 
when the ladies forgot their prunes 
and prisms and waged their battle 
for the vote with no holds barred. 
Their tactics may not have -been 
dignified or even in good taste, but 
they were effective. 
Then, after their victory was won, 
the women seemed to suffer a lady­ 
like reaction, and confined their 
political 
activities, principally to 
polite study groups and correct tea 
parties. 
Now, says Mrs. Gayle., the pendu­ 
lum has swung the other way again, 
the girls are ready to' go out and 
make their presence felt in local, 
state and national politics. 
The actual fact of the matter is 
that the future course of our coun­ 
try may very probably rest in the 
hands of its women. It Is a well 
known and much-discussed fact that 
L.any of the best masculine brains 
tn America are not available for 
politics. Too many men with the 
qualities of leadership are either too 
busy or too disinterested to get into 
the political fray. 
TIME FOR POLITICS 
Most women, on the other hand, 
do have time for politics—and many 
have both the brains and the energy 
necessary to effective political lead­ 
ership. 
We have had, of course, many suc- 


ing the last 20 years—but the great 
mass movement has been lacking. 
Officials of the League of Women 
Voters as well as heads of women’s 
divisions of both major political 
parties are urging every UJS. woman 
of voting age to Join forces with the 
local organization of the party of 
her choice, and offer her energy 
and integrity to the cause of better 
government 
It’s not enough just to go out and 
cast an Individual vote. To ¿nake 


her effort# effective, a woman must 
work with an organization, help 
select the right candidates in the 
primary elections, take a personal 
interest in the election of every 
local official. Then, when she has 
cut her political teeth, she can get 
into the state and national cam­ 
paigns and know what she is doing. 
It’s no joke—50 million women 
could change the political course of 
America in less time than it takes 
a candidate to make a speech.

A new method of relieving aller­ 
gies ha# been developed from the 
use of a familiar drug in an entirely 
new way. This drug is procaine, a 
local anesthetic.. 
Allergic conditions are sometimes 
most baffling and difficult to treat 
Drugs may bring miraculous cures 
In some cases and fall to help in 
others. 
.Doctors and chemists are con­ 
stantly searching for new and bet­ 
ter drugs for allergic conditions, 
such as hives, allergic rashes, asth­ 
ma, hay fever and others, which are 
so widespread. Rashes which appear 
after taking penicillin and vaccines 
are also of an allergic nature, and 
sometimes are serious medical prob­ 
lems. 
HIGHLY SATISFACTORY 
We now have reports that in cer­ 
tain cases of severe allergy, the 
procaine treatment has proved high­ 
ly satisfactory. This drug is also 
used as a local anesthetic by In­ 
jection Into wounds and sites of 
surgical operations. 
In a new and unique use, the 
procaine is combined with large 
doses of vitamin C (ascorbic acid)

have been superior in. many in­ 
stances to all those obtained from 
other forms, of drugs previously used 
In one study, high doses of pro­ 
caine and ascorbic acid were given 
to 10 patients with severe allergic 
disorders, such as hitfss, and allergic 
rashes to penicillin and serums. This 
drug was also employed in a case of 
severe asthma that failed to respond 
to all other courses of treatment. 
All of these patients responded well 
to procaine. 
EXPERIMENTAL STAGE

treatment of allergic conditions is 
still in the experimental stage. Re­ 
ports have beep highly favorable, 
however, and it is becoming an aid 
in the treatment of severe allergy. 
Allergies art responsible U®t only 
for a great deal of discomfort, but 
also may even Incapacitate many 
persons. Hence, any new method of 
treatment which controls: 'the symp­ 
toms of the disorder produced by 
allergies Is extremely welcome. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H- I t Can bone cysts be removed 
successfully? 
Answer: In most cases, bone cysts 
are easily removed by surgery.

Realtors of Marin are opposed to 
declaring the county a critical de­ 
fense area, which would be followed 
by a return of rent control^ 
H. B. (Bert) Granlee. president 
of the Marin Real Estate board, 
made the statement today in a 
letter addressed to the board of 
supervisors and city councils of six 
Marin communities.

Granlee asserted the return of 
rent 
controls 
would 
“result 
in 
serious hardship on property own­ 
er with rental units. 
Granlee said that the boards 
realtor members “spent consider­ 
able time for the past two years 
getting rent controls removed, and 
our efforts plus the help of a large 
group of property owners resulted 
in all controls being removed in the 
county.” 
Meantime, sentiment was report­ 
ed in Marin’s building industry 
favoring the declaration of the 


county as a “critical defense area ” 
It was pointed out that such a 
declaration eases priorities on ma­ 
terials and government - b a c k e d 
financing.

At a meeting last week the com­ 
mission agreed to drop further study 
of the East Blithedale widening, 
having already made a recommen­ 
dation to the city council.

terest in street improvement. Spec­ 
ifically it was detided to urge resi­ 
dents of unimproved

The new system of artificial res­ 
piration was adopted last fall on the 
basis of a recommendation by the 
national research council after pre­ 
sentation of extensive scientific evi­ 
dence in its favor* Used for years 
in Denmark,' Norway and other 
European countries, the improved 
method was found to produce a 
greater exchange of air in the vic­ 
tims' lungs than the prone premure 
method, 


Other methods testsd, such as the 
hip lift, hip roll and Silvester meth­ 
ods, produced approximately the 
same air exchange as the newly 
adopted method. However, research 
found the hip lift and hip roll 
methods difficult and tiring to per­ 
form, and impossible for some per­ 
sons working on a heavy victim. 
The 8ilve*ter method, in which the 
victim is placed on his back, was 
not recommended for widespread 
public use because of the difficulty 
in keeping the air passages clear. 


The basic difference between the 
back pressure-arm lift method and 
prone pressure method is that the 
former, being a two-phase opera­ 
tion, actively forces air into the 
lungs as well as expelling it. The 
prone pressure, however, forces air 
out but depends on the elastic re­ 
coil of the cheat and internal organs 
to bring air into the lungs.

Realtors of Marin are opposed to 
declaring the county a critical de­ 
fense area, which would be followed 
by a return of rent control*, 
H. B. (Bert) Granice, president 
of the Marin Real Estate board, 
made the statement today in a 
letter addressed to the board of 
supervisors and city councils of six 
Marin communities.

er with rental units. 
Granice said that the board's 
realtor members “spent consider­ 
able time for the past two years 
getting rent controla removed, and 
our efforts plus the help of a large 
group of property owners resulted 
in all controls being removed in the 
county.”

It was pointed out that such a 
declaration eases priorities on ma 
teriais and government - b a c k e d 
financing.

The new system of artificial res­ 
piration was adopted last fall on the 
basis of a recommendation by the 
national research council after pre­ 
sentation of extensive .scientific evi­ 
dence in its favor* Used for years 
in. .Denmark,’ Norway and other 
European countries, the improved 
method was found to produce a 
greater exchange of air in the vic­ 
tims’ lungs than the prone presure 
method. 


Other methods tested, such as the 
hip lift, hip roll and Silvester meth­ 
ods, produced approximately the 
same air exchange, as the newly 
adopted method. However, research 
found the hip lift and hip roil 
methods difficult and tiring to per­ 
form, and impossible for some per­ 
sons working on a heavy victim. 
The Silvester method, in which the 
victim is placed on his back, was 
not recommended for widespread 
public use because of the difficulty 
In keeping the air passages clear. 


The basic difference between the 
back pressure-arm lift method and 
prone pressure method is that the 
former, being a two-phase opera­ 
tion, actively forces air into the 
lungs as well as expelling it, The 
prone pressure, however, forces air 
out but depends on the elastic re­ 
coil of the chest and internal organs 
to bring air Into the lungs.

New York Times Sees Dollar Cose 


As Question of Gov't Defiance 


In agreeing to review the appeal of Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer and nine others from a contempt 
citation the Supreme Court has moved one more 
step toward final determination of the six-year 
battle of the Dollar steamship interests to gain con­ 
trol of the American President Lines. 


The immensely complex case, or aerie* of legal 
maneuvers, i* of importance both because it involve« 
a long struggle between private interest« and the 
Federal Government (or persona acting for the 
latter) for control of what is now a $68.300,000 corp­ 
oration and also because file methods used by the 
Government in fighting the issue have come under 
•ever* attack. So far aa the merits of the case itself 
go, the issue boils down to the question of whether 
or not the Dollar interest« gave up all ownership 
rights la the company, then practically bankrupt, 
when the Maritime Commission took it over in 1038. 
Since 1945, after the company * debt to the Maritime 
Commission had been paid, the original owners have 
been trying to recover possession. They lost their 
ease in Urn Federal District Court in the capital, but 
the decision was reversed by the Court of Appeals, 
and the Supreme Court refused to review. 


That was a year ago, and since that time the Gov­ 
ernment has been using every possible legal device to 
continue the fight. New action by the Government it­ 
self (as distinct from the Maritime Commissioners) 
was started in Federal court in San Francisco.

Finally, while complicated maneuvers were going on 
in the West Coast courts, ths District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals adjudged Secretary Sawyer and 
ethers in contempt for failure to carry out its orders 
to give the Dollars effective control of the line. The 
real problem here is whether or not the Government 
in fighting this case has shown an excess of mil that 
amounts to actual defiance of the courts. This is 
an even mors important issue than the question of 
actually owns the steamship line.—New York 
Timm.

Yet, those who try wholehearted­ 
ly but fall short of outward results may well be more 
successful than some who attain impressively.

WASHINOTON-The great old 
man whose rolling periods are *tlU 
the only true oratory of our age, 
had behind him a record of solid

On balar.ee. Winston 
Churchill's visit to Washington has 
been a remarkable success. 
It has induced a peevish and 
reluctant State Department to dis­ 
cuss world problems as between 
equals, which Is a pretty new thing 
in our dealings with our allies 
since 1149. It has cleared the air 
between London and Washington. 
On many urgent problems, It has 
produced 
important 
working 
agreements. 


IT MUST BE ADDED, moreover, 
that the American preparations 
for the ChurehiU-Trumtn meeting 
openly invited a grave failure, and 
that success Instead resulted be­ 
cause of the ltrge-minded ap­ 
proach of the British prime min­ 
ister and his foreign secretary, 
Anthony Eden. Typical of this al­ 
tered British approach was the 
handling of the most vexed of «11 
Anglo-American questions — Far 
Eastern policy. 
The new British line was quite 
different from that taken by pre­ 
vious negotiators from London. On 
the one hand, Churchill and Eden 
refused to withdraw the Labor gov­ 
ernment’s recognition of Com­ 
munist 
Chins, 
although 
they 
frankly said they were not sure it 
had been a wise step. But on the 
other hand, they markedly refrain­ 
ed from blaming the Chinese Com­ 
munist aggressions on simple hurt 
feelings, caused by American non- 
recognition of Peking.

federal Government (or persons acting for the 
litter) for control of what Is now a $68.100,000 corp­ 
oration and also because the methods used by the 
Government In fighting the Issue have come under 
severe attack. 80 far as the merits of the case Itself 
go, the issue boils down to the question of whether 
or not the Dollar Interest! gave up all ownership 
righta In the company, then practically bankrupt, 
when the Maritime Commission took it over in 1938. 
Since 1945, after the company’s debt to the Maritime 
Commission had been paid, the original owners have 
been trying to recover possession. They lost their 
caae In the Federal District Court In the capital, but 
the decision was reversed by the Court of Appeals, 
and the Supreme Court refused to review. 


That was a year ago, and since that time the Gov­ 
ernment has been using every possible legal device to 
continue the fight. New action by the Government it- 
id f (as distinct from the* Maritime Commissioners) 
was started In Federal court In Ban Francisco.. 


Finally, while complicated maneuvers were going on 
in the West Coast courts, the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals adjudged Secretary Sawyer and 
others in contempt for failure to carry out its orders 
to give the Dollars effective control of the line.
